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The Chronology. 


N the firſt year of King 'Charls his Reign, a Parliament being called at 

i Oxford, rwo Subſidies were granted, no grievances removed, but the 
ſaid Parliament ſoon diffolved. The fad eftets which the difflutjon 

of this Parliament produced, were the loſſe of Rachel, by the unhap- 

py help of Englands ſhips. The diverſion of a moſt facile and hopeful war 
from the Weſt Indies, to a moſt expenſive and ſueceſlefle atrempr on Cales. 
The attempt on the Iſle of Ree,and thereby a precipitate breach of peace 
with France, to our great lofſe. A peace concluded with Spain, withour 
conſent of Parliamenr, contrary to a premiſe formerly made to the King- 
dome by King James, a little before his death + whereby the cauſe of the 
Palatinate was altogether moſt ſhameſully deſerted by us. The Kingdome 
ſuddenly billetted with Souldiers, and a concomitant projedt ſer on foot 
for Germane Horſes,to force men by fear to fall before-arbirraty and tyran» 

nical Taxations, continually to be laid upon them. 

24 Parhament. The <diffolution of a ſecond Parliament at Weſtminfter, 
in the ſecond year, after a declarative grant of no lefle then five Subſidies, 
and the ſad iſſues that flowed to the Kingdom thereupon. As firſt, the vi-

a ſum equal to it by a Commiſſion for a Royal Loan. Many worthy Gene 
dlemen impriſoned and vexcd, that refuſed to pay it.

the laſt Parliament, yea Proclamations ſet our to thoſe effetts, thereby ex- 
trearaly to diſhearten the Subjes, yea, and plainly forbidding them once 
to name a Parliament, or todefice them any more. Whence immediately 
guſhed out the violent inundations of mighty ſums of money, got by thar 
ſtrange proje& of Knight heod, yet under a colour of Law. The moſt bur- 
thenſome Book of Rares, the unbeard of Taxation of Ship-money, the en- 
largement of Forreſts, contrary to Magne Charta, the injurious Tax:tion 
of Coar and ConduR& money, the fotcible raking away of the Trained 
Bands Arms, i _ Gunpowder into their hands in the Tower of Lon-

They refuſing of them, were called and connted Rebels 
and Traytors 3 yea, ſo proclaimed in all Churches in England, :and an Acr- 
my was alſo raifed ro. opprefle and ſupprefſe them. a mighty' ahd tu-

The Papiſts alſo in a high meaſure enjoyed even almoſt a total Tole- 
ration, and a Popes Nancie ſuff:red amongſt us to a& and govern all 
Romiſh affairs, yea a kind of private Popiſh Parhament kepr in the 
Kingdome, and Popiſh JuriſditionsereRed among them. Commiſ- 
fioners were alſo ( ſecretly ) iffued out for ſome great and eminent 
Papiſts, for Martial Commands, for levying of Sonldiers,8 ſt:engrh- 
ning their party with Arms and Ammunition of all ſorts,and in great 
tenty- His Majeſties Treaſure was by theſe means ſo extreamly ex- 
uſted, and his Reyenues ſo anticipated,that he was forced to com- 
pell (as it were )) his owne Servants, Judges, and Officers of- all 
ſorts, to lend him _”_ ſums of money, and Priſons filled with re- 
faſers of theſe and the other illegall payments 3 yea many High- 
Sheriffs ſunamoned in the Star-Chamber,and to the Councel board, 
and ſome of them impriſoned for not being quick enough in levyiog 
of Ship-money, and ſuch like intolerable Taxations, 

Inſum, the whole Land was now brought into a lamentable and 
languiſhing condition, of being moſt miſerably bought and ſold ro 
any thar could give and contribute moſt of might and malice againſt 
us, and no hope of humane help, but doloor, deſperation, and de- 
ſtcuction to be the portion of all, In which interim, the Scots being 
entted our Kingdome for their own defence, the King had advan- 
ced his Koyal-Standard at Yorke, where the cream of the Kingdom, 
Nobles and Gentry being affembled,and a Treaty berwixt the prime 
of both Armies had at Rippon, for a fair and peaceable accommoda- 
tion, the King wes, at laſt, inforced to take his Nobles Councel,and 
in the firft place a ceffation of Arms agreed on, and then a fifth Parl. 
was neceffitoufly reſolved on to begin, Nov: 3. 1646. 

5*h- Parliament, Letters from the King, Queen, Popiſh Earls, 
Lords, Knights, and Gentry, poſt into aH parts of the Kingdome, to 
make a ſtrong party for them. Shortly after, a very formidable Spa- 
niſh Fleer, of Armado, appeared on our Engliſh narrow: Seas, in 
fight of Diver, and was coming in (as was on very ſtrong grounds

twixr the Nations,that union to our Kingdom was the matter of ma- 
ny p1ayers, and as nothing was more joytull unto us then co have ic

And be it further Enatted and Ordais 
ned, and it is hereby Enafted and Ordained, that "whoſoever 
ſball contrary to this A, Preclaim, Declare, Publify, or 
any wey promote the faid Charls © Stuart the Son, or 
any other perſon to be King, or chief. Magiſtrate of Eng= 
land, or of Ireland, or of any the: Dominions belony- 
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ing to them, or to either of them, without the ſaid conſent in 
Parliament, ſignified as aforeſaid, (ball be deemed and adjud- 
ged a Traytor to the Common-wealth, and ſhall ſuffer the 
pains of death, and ſuch other puniſhments belong to the 
Crime of High Treaſon.

I Think ic is truly not very neceffary for me to ſpeak much,there are 
many Gentlemen and Sovldiers there that ſee me, but my voyce 
truly is ſo weak, ſo low, that they cannot hear me, neither truly was 
I ever at any time ſo much in love with ſpeaking, or with any thin 
I had te exprefſe, that I cook delightin ic ; yet this bein the laſt 
rime that I am to doe ſo, by a Divine providence of Almi Fey God, 
who hath broughe me co this end juſtly for my fins ; I ſhall ro you, 
Sir, Maſter Sheriff, declare thus much, as to the watter that | am 
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now to ſuffer for, which is as being a Traytor to the Kingdome of 
Englend: Txoly Sir, it was a Countcey that I equally loved with my 
owne, I made no difference, I never intended either the generality 
of its prejudice, of any particular mans in it, what Idid was by the 
Command of the Parliament of the Countrey where 1 was borne, 
whoſe Command I could not diſobey, without running into the 
Game hazard there, of that condition that I now am in, 

It pleaſed God fo co diſpoſe that Army under my Command, as it 
was ruined 3 and [, as their Generall, cloathed with a Commiſſion, 
ſtand here, now ready to dye 3 I ſhail not trouble you, with repeat- 

.ing of my Plea, what 1 ſaid in my owne Defence at the Cour of Ju- 
ſtice, my ſelf being ſatisfied with.the Command that is laid upon me, 
and they ſatisfied with the juſtnefle of their procedureaccording to 
the Lawes of this Land. God is juſt, and howſoever I ſhall nor ſay

new ſpeaking before him. For me to ſpeak, Sir, to you of State- bu- 
fineſſe, and the Government of the Kingdom,or my opinion in thar, 
or for any thing in that nature, truly it is ro no end, it contribures 
nothing: My owne inclination hath veer to peace, from the begin- 
ning, and it is known to many, that I never was anill inſtrument be- 
rwixt the King and his people 3 I never ated to the prejudice of thi 
Pail.

Then with a cHearfull and ſmiling colifenance ( embracing Dr. 
S'bbaids ) he aid, truly Sir I doe rake you in mine arms, and truly, 
I blefle God for ir, I doe nor fear, I have an affurance thar is ground- 
ed here ( laying his hand upon his heart ) now that gives me more 
true joy then ever 1 had- T paſſe out of a miſerable world, to go in- 
tO an erernall and glorious Kingdome 3 and Sir, though I have been 
a moſt ſinfull creature, yer Gods mercy I know is infinite, and I bleſs 
my God for it, I goe with ſo clear a conſcience that I know not the 
man I have pexſfonally injured. 

Then inhxacing thoſe his Servants which were there preſent, ſaid

I have endeavoured to doe thoſe ations rhat have become an ho- 
neſt mar, and which became a good Engliſh-man,and which became 
a good Chriſtian. I have been willing to oblige thoſe that have been 
in trouble, thoſe that have been in perſecution, and truly I finde a 
great reward of it, for I have found ther prayers and their kindnefſe 
now in this diſtcetie, and in this condition I am in, and I think it a 
great reward, and I pray God reward them for it. 

I am a great finner, ard I hope Gpd will be pleaſed to hear my 
prayers, to give me Fairh co truſt in him, thac as he hath called me 
 todeath at this p'ace, hee will make it but a paſſage to an eterna!l 
life through Jeſus Chriſt, which I cruſt ro, which I relye upon, and 
which I expe& by the mercy of God.

we have already faid. ſo we tel! yoo again, it is bur ſatisfying ſecusi- 
ty to thoſe that employ us, and are concerned in that we-ſcek, which 
we conceive will not be by a few ſoimall and feigned ſudmiffions 
from a perſon who could not tell orherwiſe how co accompliſh his 
Malignant ends, and therefore Cc.uncel'd to this comply ance, by

here lycth the difterence, that at Dunbar our Work was at break of 
day, bur now it began towards the cloſe of the evening,10-00 raken 
an4 3000 fliin of the Enemy, abour 200 of ours. The General ha- 
Zaicdiog himſelfe, rode up to the Enemies Forts,offering them Quar- 
ter, whereto they returned no anſwer bur ſhot. 

Sept. t. Dundee taken by ſtorm, 6v ſhips in the Harbour, 40 Guns. 

The Scots King beaten at. Worceſter, gets into a hollow Tree, remains 

there a night, next day in a Word, cuts bis haire fhort, (bipt 
for Havre de Grace, and ſo to Paris. 

Sir, The Scottiſh King came hither on Munday the laft of Ofober, 
N. S. and being demanded by his Mother and'the Duke of Orleans, 
how he eſcaped the Fight of Worceſter, gave them this account. 

Thar abour fix a Clock in the evening, his Army being in all like- 
lihood loſt, he quitted Wor. Towne, with a party of Horſe, and og 
- f ad 
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ched toward Lancaſhire, bur being fearſu]l of being purſued, and © 
the Scortiſh Officers that might deliver him up, he- with the L: Wit- 
mot quirted rheir'Hoiſe', ang berook themſelves next day to a Tree, 
where they ſtaid till night,and then marched, the third day they lay 
in a wood, and at night marched toward Lancaſhire, a Lady receiving 
them, furniſhed them with Cloaths for a diſguiſe, and cut off their 
'aire- Havingrepoſed 2 or 3 dayes, ſhe endeavoured to ſhip them 
,ut of England, and ſhe riding behind the King, and Wilmot as ano- 
-her Servant by, they went to Briſfoll, bur finding a narrow inquiry 
there, reſolved to go for Loadon,where they ſtayed 4 week. The King 
ne day went into Weſtminſter Hall, where he ſaw the States Arms, 
and Scots Colours 3 my Lord Wilmet procured a Merchant to hire a 
ſhip of forty Tuns to tranſport ther, which coſt them a huodred and

twenty pounds, bur where they- took ſhipping is-not known : but as 
ſoon as my Lord was entred the Barque, and the King as his Servant, 
the Maſter came. to him, and told him that he knew the King, and 
in caſe ir ſhould be known, he could expe no mercy: which faying 
troubled them,butar length, » hat with money and promiſes, they 
evailed, and ſo ſet faite tor Havre de Grace, where they landed, and 
rom thence to Roven, where they cloathed themſelves, and wit to 
Paris. His arrivall there will put them ro new Counſels, fince, now 
they cannot ſend their Ambatiadors,which was concluded on before 
his comiug. The Duke of Orleans ferchr him into Towne, and ex- 
prefled much as to ſerve him» Yeſterday, he, with Tharenne, Beaufsrt, 
and the D. of Guiſe came to him to the Louvre, where the King told 


* them; that they ſhould endeavor to. reconcile the breach berween 


the Prince and the King:of France, for, faid he,to-my knowledge the 
Engliſh will vifit you with an Army in the Spring.

AF it had pleaſed God.not only to reduce Ireland,and give in Scotland 
but ſo marvellouſly to appeare for his people at Worceſter, that theſe 
Nations weve reduced to a great degree of peace, it was matter of grief 10 
many well affeFed, inthe Land, to ſee the Cauſe of God ſo little forward- 
ed by the Parl. whereupon they applied to the Army, expefling redreſſe by 
them, notwithſtanding which, the Army being unwilling to meddle with the 
Civill Authority, in matters ſo praperly appertaing 10 it, it was agreed, That 
his Exce Nency and peer the Army ſhould be defired to move the Part. 
to proceed vigorouſly in reforming what was amiſſe.in Groernment 3 which 
ving 
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hwving done,we hoped that 1he Parl. would ſeaſonebly have anſwered our ex- 
peHautons, but finding delayer therein, we renewed our deffyes in a Petition in 
Auguſt laſt, and although they ſigniſied thery good acceptance thereof, and re- 
ferred the particulars to a Cor mine e of the Houſe, yet no conſider able effect 
w4 produced, but there more anil more" appeared among them an averſion to 
the things themſelves, with much bitttineſſe and oppeſrtion to the people of

their owne ſitting, which intention divers of the moſt «ive did manifeſt, /a- 

beuring to perſwade others 10 a conſent therein 3 and divers Petitions pre- 
paring from ſeverall Counties for the continuance of this Parl. were encou- 
raged by them. For c-bviating theſe evills, the Officers of the Army obtained 
ſeveral! Meetings with ſome of the Parl. 10 confider what fitting meanes 
might be applyed to prevent the ſame 3 but ſuch endeavours proving altogether 
inefſeftnall, it became moſt evident to the Army, that this Parl. would never 
anſwer thoſe ends, which God, hs people,and the whole Nation expeHed from 
them. But that this Cauſe muſt needs languiſh under their hands, . and be 
wholly loft. All which being ſadly conſidered by the honeſt people of this Nati- 
on, «5 well as by the Army, and wiſdome irefim being ſought from the 
Lord, it ſeemed to be a duty incumbent upon 18 to cenſider of ſame more effe- 
Huall means to ſecure the Cauſe which the good people of this Cemmen wealth 
have been ſo long engagediin, and to ſtadliſh peace in theſe Nations. And af- 
ter much debate it was ju"ged neceſſary, that the Supream Anthority (beuld 
be devolved upon known perſbns, men Hong God, and of approved integrity, 
and committed unto them for a time, as the moſt hopefull

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ar tially, boping thereby the people might forget Monarchy, and have the Go- 
_ Pwr upon 4 true [ s, without haz ard to this glorious C auſe, and 
neceſſitating ts keep up Arms the defence of the ſame. And being fiill re- 
ſolved to wſe all means poſſible to prevent extra%7dinary courſes, we prevai'gd 
with abrus 1wenty Members of Parl. to give 14 a Conference, with 
we freely and plainly debated the neceſſity and julineſſe « our Propoſals, and 
did evidence that 1heſe weuld moft probably bring forth ſomething anſwerable 
to that work, the foundation whereof God himſelfe bath laid. The which 
found no acceptance, but it was offered, that the way was to continue ſtill this 
Parl. as being that from which we might reaſonably expett all good things ; 
and this being inſiſted upon, did much confirm us in our apprebenſtons, That 
n5t any love to a Repreſentative, but the making uſe thereof to perpetuate 
themſelves, was their aim. They being plainly dealt with about this, and told, 
that neither the Nation, the honeſt intereſt, nor we our ſelves would be delu- 
ded by ſuch dealings, did agree to meet again next day in the afternoon, and 
no:hing in 1he mean time ſhould be done, that _” fruſtrate the Propoſals, 
Notwithſtanding the Perl. next morning did make more haſt then uſuall in 
carrying on thery ſaid A, being helped therem by ſome of the perſons enga- 
£ed tur the night before, none of them endeavwuring to oppoſe the ſame, and 
being ready 10 put the main Queſtion for conſummating the ſaid At, whereby 
our Propoſals would have been made votd. For preventing whereof, we have 
been neceſſitated to put an End to this Parliament. And deſire that all men, 
as they would not provoke the Lord to their cwne deftruZtion, ſhould wait for 
ſuch iſſue as be ſhall bring forth, and to follow their buſineſſe with peaceable 
ſpirits, wherein we promiſe them protetiion by his aſſiſtance.
